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Robert Oppenheimer's Tragedy 
Epitome of the Nuclear Age

“If the radiance of a thousand suns were to burst into {he 
sky, that. would be like the splendor of the Mighty One... 
I anebhecome Death, the destroyer of worlds,” 


The words are from 


the Hindu holy book, the 


Bhagavad-Gita, and are the ones that Robert Oppen- 
heimer said wrote themselves on his mind when the 
first atom bomb turned night into day over the New 


Mexican desert. 


He was the creator of the bomb, and in a way it 


was to déstroy his world. 

When the story of Los 
Alames could. be told at the 
end of the war, the light of 
Oppenheimer’s fame was as 
bright as his bomb. He was 
showered with gratitude and 
acclaim, honored and even 
revered. He was propelled to 
positions of vast influence. His 
status in the world of science 
was close to oracular. 

Nine years later, he was 
demonished by official order 
of his government, acting 
through the Atomic Energy 
Commission, 

Nine .years after that, the 
Atomic _Energy Commission 
awarded him its highest honor 
and $50,000 as a gesture of 
reparation or maybe contri- 
tion, He might have been 
more pleased with’ an official 
validation of a position he 
took in March, 1954, when his 
world came down around his 
ears:

A Product 
Ot Cold War 


His tragedy was also an 
epitome of the tragedy of “the 


“age. It was the product of 


the Cold War and changed 
cireumstances. Faced for the 
first time since 1814 with the 


_ fact that America could. be 


attacked'on its, own soil, too 
many .of its people found an 
answer to their. anxiety. in 
branding others as less loyal 
and patriotic, and an explana- 
tion of their dilemma in 
attributing it to someone's 
treason. 

Rejection of simplistic 
answers to problems of na- 
tional security, failure to 
subscribe to an-ordained level 
ot bloody-mindedness, and, too 
often, mere dissent and—non- 
conformity, could mark a 
man as a Communist or 
servant of communism. 

In this period, Oppen- 
heimer was the most import- 
ant figure to be attacked, and 
one of the last. His case, one 
can see in hindsight, came as 
the climax. 

His career had two 
climaxes, One was on July 16, 
195, at Alamagordo, N.M., 
with the explosion of the 
world’s first fission bomb, the 
creation of which he directed. 
The other was on June 1, 1954, 
when a special security board 
found him “loyal” but unfit to 
serve his government or know 
its future secrets. 


Child Prodigy, 
‘Good. Boy’ 


Julius Robert Oppenheimer 
— “Oppie’ to his friends — 
was born April 22, 1904, the 
son of a well-todo Jewish 
family in New York city. He 
was a child prodigy, at 11 the 
youngest member of the New 
York Mineralogical Society. 
He remembered himself as 
“an wunetuous, repulsively 
good little boy.” 

He graduated in three years 
from Harvard, summa cum 
laude and Phi Beta Kappa. 
Postgraduate work in Cam- 
bridge and Goettingen fol- 
lowed; then back to Harvard 
and the Cailifornia Institute of 
Technology, and again 
Europe. He returned to the 
United States in 1929 and for 
the next 12 years studied and 
taught at the California Insti- 
tute of Technology and the 
University of California, at 
Berkeley. 

In those days, theoretical 
‘physics was almost a Euro- 
pean monopoly. Oppenheimer 
became, if not the founder of 
the American school, then at 
least the centre. His own 
contributions in elementary 
particles and cosmic rays 
were brilliant, vastly import- 
ant and — as fs usual with 


ii, time felt that I was coming to 


theoretical physicists — they 
were made before he became 
40, 
He was also —- as he was 
one day forced to confess, 
ashen-faced and hands twist- 
ing at his security héaring — 
“an idiot,’’ 


He read happily in seven 


languages and then took up an 
eighth, Sanskrit, in order to 
study books like the Bhagavad- 
Gita. But he read no news- 
papers or magazines on cur- 
rent affairs. He had no 
knowledge of or interest in the 
news of the day. He had no 
telephone or radio. He learned 
of the stock mafket crash 
long after the event. He never 
voted until 1936. 

“I had no understanding of 
the relations of man to ‘his 
society,”” he was to plead 
when his troubles came upon 
him. : 

When awareness dawned — 
through “smoldering fury 
about the treatment of the 
Jews in Germany” and éx- 
posure to what the depression 
was doing to his students — 
he was a sheep for the 
shearing. 

His associates, even. his 
loves, were Communists. He 
was never persuaded to be- 
come @ party member and his 


infatuation was 
But he “liked the new sense 
of companionship, and at the 


be part of the life of my time 
and country.” 

His brilliant scientific repu- 
tation led to his appointment 
as head of the laboratory that 
was to make the atom bomb, 
located at his recommenda- 
tion at Los Alamos, N.M., 
which he had known as a 
vacationer. 

In. the early stages, he 
underwent- repeated security 
investigations. His left-wing 
associations had been abun- 
dant and obvious. He came 
clean before his interrogators 
about most of them, and his 
security file’grew thicker and 
thicker. ; 


He Played 
A Fool’s Game 


But for a period, he played 
a fool's game in one episode. 


_ A friend named Haakon Che- 


valier, professor-of French at 
Berkeley, came to Oppen- 
heimer early in the war to 
say that he knew a Soviet 
agent or sympathizer who 
wanted to transmit to Russia 
scientific secrets of the sort 
Oppenheimer was working on. 

Chevalier’s role-in the 
matter is subject to dispute. 
Oppenheimer maintained that 
Chevalier came as a friend to 
alert him to a danger, Secur- 
ity agent, to whom 
heimer later told the story, 
professed to see Chevalier as 
an an intermediary. 

Oppenheimer had rejected 
the proposal out of hand, as 
“terribly wrong.” But it was 
not until some time later, 
when he was less naive and 
more troubled, that he volun- 
teered the story to army 
security people, trying’ to.call 
their attention to the exist- 
ence of the would-be spy and 
the danger he represented. 

But he invented a childish 
cock-and-bull story to escape 
revealing the involvement of 
Chevalier. 

In later Interrogations, 
Oppenheimer was obliged to 
tell the truth, but the episode 
remained in his files, ugly 
enough as it Was and, when 

_ the McCarthy era dawned, 
devastating. 

There was more. Even after 
the move to Los Alamos, 
Oppenheimer spent the night 
with an old love, a Commu- 
nist. His own wife, Katherine, 
had been the widow of a Com- 
munist killed fighting for the 
Loyalists fn Spaiti..She too, 
had been a party member 
briefly, before her disillusion- 
ment. His brother, his sister- 
in-law, a host of earlier asso- 
ciates, were in the thick of far 
Jeft associations and causes. 
He continued seeing some of. 
them,

No one who became per- 


ever emerged completely 
gracefully, Oppenheimer told 
a reporter-friend in later 
years. His own exit, he 
concluded sadly, was not 
without awkwardness. 

After the first A-bomb was 
exploded, Oppenheimer had 
said,.‘‘Men of our time will 
never have a sense of secu- 
rity.” In a sense quite differ- 
ent from the context of his 
remark; the statement was 
terribly true for him, per- 
sonally. For all that he was 
lionized and given positions of 
power after the war, he knew 
that he lived under a sword of 
Damocles. 

He received. a host of 
important scientific and gov- 
ernmental assignments. With 
Dean Acheson and David E.

That's the finding in a new 


study reported today-in- the- 


Journal of the American 
Medical Association, 

The experiment indicated 
that chilling under normally- 
encountered conditions has no 
effect on the common cold. 

Three investigators from 
the National Institute of 
Health subjected 43 volunteers 
to.a variety of presumed cold- 
catching situations. 

. Some persons spent 1% to 
2% hours in a room with.the 
temperature hovering around 


40 degrees — the sort of short-~ 


term chilling commonly be- 
lieved to bring on a cold. 
Others were placed in cool 
baths which lowered their 
body temperatures associated 
with some viral and bacetrial 
infections. 
EFFECT SMALL 
Despite exposure to low 
temperatures, the volunteers 
didn’t catch significantly more 
colds than a control group 


rate was 
higher among cold - exposed 
volunteers. But more mem- 
bers of: the control “group 
developed fever than did 
persons exposed to cold. 
Effects .of cold tempera- 
tures during the course of a 
cold also was studied. Three 
were immersed in 
cold baths for two to four 
hours at the height of their 
colds. The course of their 
illness didn't seem to differ 
from that of the other persons 
studied, 
The final test was of 
exposure to chilling during 
recovery from a cold. In this 
stage, viruses still are present 
‘jin the nasal areas but the 
subject appears to be well.
